To whem the Spirit an- 
ſwered, 'T# th; 1ſter Jone, it is thy Maſter ; here 
is my Son Thomas: Hy Maſter. (replies the Maid) 
that cannot be, i aw ſure wy Maſter was buried long e- 
wough ago, to leave ſpraking wow; And thereupon 
roſe up from the fire , and with her former confi- 
dence went t& lo9k what Voice it was, but ſhe could 
not diſcern ary thing at preſent, whereupon ſhe be- 
took her {&!f to berlabour about the Houſe, and 
towards che Zyening , going into the Garden., 


nad # Pear-Tree, ſhe efpied her old Maſt 
#an<i2g. up, With his Fiſts knit cloſe cogethe 
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his Eyes half ſunk in his Head, his Face extraordina- 
ry Black, and iathe' ſame Cloaths he uſed to wear 
when he was alive; | 

This ſudden Apparition, did very much amaze 
and ftartle her, patting herinto 2 great trembling, 
quivering, and ſhaking ; ſince which time, ſhe hath 
been very il], and on Xdonday laſt lay dangerous ſick 
in the Borough, having left rhe Dwelling-houfe of 
her old Maſter , ſcituated near the F:1x/cor at the 
Banck-(ide: But the troubled Spirit remains thera 
ſill, and the Houſe is as much haunted as former- 
ly; notwithſtanding ſome Artiſts (by ſome called 
Gonjurers) remain there day and night, ufing all 
poſſible means they can to lay this troubled Spirit, 
and are continually reading and making of Circles, 
burning of Wax Candles, and Juxiper-wood ; but

of Brimſtone 1n the Garden, that all the 74#75cy- 
wood they could burn for many hours together, 
could mot take away thar ſalphurous ſme!l. Many 
there hath been to enquire of the Truch h:reof, 
whoare very well ſatisfied therein, and ſo-ne of the 
Gentlemen ( before {pecified ) ftill ren1'n in the 
Houſe, to allay the Spirit, if chey can; for it is 
eonjeftured, there hath been much Money hid, ei- 
ther in the Garden or about the Houſe, which :s yet 
cannot be diſcovered. | 
Since the appearing of Mr, Powe/1n ſeveral Shapes, 
his Son Thowwes being left Executour, and 2oneys 
being ſuppoſed to be hid,the Sarden was digged in 
ſeveral paces, andat laſt they dif overed two Fir- 
kinsof Money ; but the more they dug, the lower it 
ſunk; fo that cheir work, at preſent, proves labour 
in vain ; yet all poſsible means is ſtill uſed, both to 
allay the Spirit,and to gain the ki Jdea Treaſure. 


But as yethe appears at Noon-day, walking in his 
Garden,and divers eminent Perſons (both for Religion, 
and Piety ) have waited (everal Seaſons, and Opportiin- 
ties for h1s appearance,hoping thereby to gain {ume dit- 
courſe with the troubled Spirit , and by that means to 
allay it,and to fend it to everlafting Reft. Amonglt the 
reſt, Mr. Fba Simipſon,formerly Miniſter of Billops-Gate, 
had ſome diſcourſe with this Spiric, as he ttood under a 
Tree : And aSKnng him; T1; the Nawe of God the Þ a be r 90H, 
and Holy Ghoſt, the Car ſe - be avrearing, and departing from 
Reft? A Voice anſwered, Fr things unſeex ; And that the 
caiiſe of his Riling was, abont a Grand-Panghter of his, 
whom he defired might have fativfaftion from the 


Dead, it having been (ome way unjuſtly dealt by before

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Thus having given you a true Relation of this ſad Ap- 
parition ; inthe next place , be pleaſed to take notice, 
of another ſtrange Viſion appearing in Long-Alley near 
Moor-flelds,in the ſhape and likeneſs ofMr.Davis, form er- 
ly for a ſium of Money,conjured down for 7 years; but the 
cime being expired, he again walks; and appearing to 
his daughter S: ſay, at Noon-day, took her by the hand, 
at which ſhe was exceedingly affrighted ; and asking her 
how ſhe did,at laſt ſhe.replyed, Fell,T praiſe God.T with the 
like to you. Father, what is your buſineſs, would you; ſpeak with 
wy Mother ? Nogno,faid he, ſpeaking with a moft hideous 
voice, and in the Night he utters ſuch terrible groans, 
that the Neighbours are forced co remove to a further 
diſtance. He ſometimes appears with a Plaiſter on his 
face,as if murthered ; and on Wedneſday night laſt, many 
{ad groans,and heavy cryes,were heard from this reſtleſs 
Ghoſt by 4 Dofours, who ſat up to ſee if they could by 
any means diſcover the cauſe of his walking;but to them 
he was inviſible ; and the work is difficult to allay him,iC 
blood hath been ſhed violently ; for true it is,that Mur- 
ther will certainly cry aloud for Vegeance, till ſatisfied 


by Juſtice.
